14, and Cunina, For eyentothis day,ſuch 
places continue verye fortunate . And 
where as I named deuotion,l woulde not 
have you thinke , howe homely locuerthe 
place 1s., thatall deuotion is excluded from 
It.For I happeningto d:maunde of a deare 
friende of mine, concerninga greate com- 
Panion of his , whether he were religious 
orno , and namely 1f he vied to pray,he 
tolde mee,that 10 hi: remembrance hee ne- 
uer heard himaskeany thing of God, nor 
thanke God tor any thing: except it wereat 
a Iakes hee heard him ſay, hee thanked God, 
hee had had a good ſtoole . Thus you ſee

one:a king, that was firſt crowned by an |-a« 
ele, countailed by an Augure, and kilied by 
a traitor: whole raigneand his ruyne,were 
both moſt ſtrangely forerolde. This worthy 
Prince is reported by that excellent hiſtori- 
an, to have made two prouiſions for his Ci. 
ty, onefor warre, the other forpeace, both 
verie commendable : for warre a ſtone 


wall about the towne,to defend them from: 
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Of eAT AX. 
ontwarde inuaſions , and for peace ; a 
goody Jakes within the Towne , witha 
vault ro conury all the filth into Tyber, 
LO preferuc them from inwardeinfeRion. 
Nor }ong aſter him raigned Tarquimus: 
furnamedrhe proud a tirantl confefle, and 
an yfurper, and husband toa dragon rather 
then a woman : but himſelfe ſurely, a man 
valiant in.war,proudent in peace, &in that 
young worid,a notable politmian: of whom 
{my takes this ſpeciall note,that coming to 
the crowne without Jaw,and fearing oifecs 
mtght tow bis example,to do thatto him 
he i1-d done ro another: he was the firſt, that 
appcimed a guarde for his perſon, the firſt 
£47 drewe publike matters to priuate hear- 
195, theft that made priuate warres, pri- 
ware ve 1ce,priuate cotederacies;the firſt that 
flencs thenumber oftheSenato! s:the firſt 
ih:ir when any of the died, kept their rooms 
voi:!,vith many excellent Machiauille lef+ 
fo;.which,who {o wold be better inſtrued 
of,!et him read but his accuſing of Turnus,

meane of Traian.There is no man(T thinke) 
that hath either trauclled farre countries, or 
readforraine ſtories, but hath enher heard 
of the famous exploits and viRories that he 
has, or ſcene tome of the ſtately & ſumpru- 
ous monumentes that he made.This 7 rajan 
was Emperor of Rome, andthen Emperor 


when Rome ſtoode at her higheftpitch of 


greatne:,y man whole conqueſts were mo{t 
gloriour, whole buildings were moſt gorge- 
ous, whole jultice was molt gracious , hee 
that ſtaied his whole army,to right the cauſe 
of one widowe,he that creared a Mazilirate, 
& deliuering him the ſwordetoriuſtice,ſaid 
to him, vie this for meas longas 1 gouerne 
iuſtly,but againſt m2 when 1 gouerae others 
wile, he in whoſetime no learned man was 
ieene wante , no poore man was ſeene 
begg-,he that would boaſt of Nerua hispro- 
decellor,of Plotina his wife, of Plutarke his 
counceller:finally,this T raian was fo wel ac« 
compliſheda Princein all princely vertues, 
as no ftory;no time,no memory,.1nal points 
can match him. ] his moſtrenowned Empe- 
ror, hearing there wasa towne in Bithinia, 
farre off from Rome,and ina place wherehe 
was like neuer to Se troubled with the cuill 
{auour,that was much annoyed for lacke of 
a 200d canueyance of the common priuies, 
thought himſe)t bound (as afather to _ 
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Of ATAX. 
fubies)to prouide a remedy for ſuchanin«- 
conuenience,and of his own purſe he tooke 
order for making a yauit of preatecoſt and 
charge in the City , And for full ſarisfac- 
tion ofthe reader herein,I will ſet downthe 
two Epittles, 2s I finde them in the tenth 
booke of the Epiltles of Phums Secandus to 
T raian.ep 99:

Thus 
writes Plinins Sccundus, a Romane Senator 
G: 35 1t were a Geputy Lieurenant in the pro- 
nwince of Bithinia, ro the great Traian,and I 
do haite maruel] be durit write ſo, for had it 
beeneinthe time of Dimitian, Commodus 
or Nero, either Martiall ſhoulde haue ieſted 
at lim withan Epigram, or ſome ſecretarie 
that had enui-d his honeſt repuratio, ſhould 
hane bcene wilted to have anlwered thelet« 
ter jn ſome \{cornefull ſort, and would haue 
Witten tus,

Sex 
condly,whereasit ſeemes you neuer heard 
thiste x? preached on,you may bleſle in your 
ſoule,& pray for her Maicſlies ſo peaccable 
and profperous 1a1gn,this text being nor fit 
for peace & apulpir, but only for warand a 
camp. And therefore though [ hope weſhall 
neuer hayecaule to heare ſich a ſcripture 
preached in England, yerthoſe that ſerve in 
other contrics, both haue & ſhal hear it thus 
apphed(and that oft not without need) viz.

ceined ( which after he performed indeede) 
that by ſuchea m-anes the true quantitic of 
each mettali might be found,and the frawd 
diſcouered : with 1oy whereof he was ſo ra+ 
wiſhed,that ſtarke naked as he was, heran out 
into the ſtreetes crying , wag wars, I have 
found it,T have founde it. At which for the 
timeall thepeople were amazed, & thought 
him mad, til his inuentionafterproned him, 
not onely ſober,but alſoſuttle.
